tions and social gatherings.’

Testifies at Inquest He Once Left 
Saloon to Avoid Trouble 
With Ex-Convict. 


Mrs. Ann Carmody of 624 North Gar- 
rison avenue, testifying today at the 
inquest over her husband, John Car- 
mody, a pickpocket who was found shot 


to death at Twenty-third and Olive 
streets early last Sunday. said there 
had been a grudge betweon Carmody 
and Joseph Swisher of 209A North 
Twenty-first street, an ex-convict, who 
is held by the police in connection with 
the killing. 

Mrs. Carmody told of a shoplifting 
expedition in which her husband and 
Swisher engaged. Last June, she said, 
they told her they were going to the 
Famous-Barr store to ‘get” a hat 
apiece. Her husband, she said, “got” 
the first hat and gave it to Swisher 
with the understanding that Carmody 
was to have the second one. While 
trying to ‘“‘get’’ the second hat Carmody 
was arrested. He was sent to the work- 
house for 90 days. 

Swisher did not visit Carmody while 
he was in the workhouse. Mrs. Car- 
mody said she met him in a saloon at 
Twenty-first and Olive street and re- 
proached him for this, offering to give 
him a dime for carfare to the work- 
house. Swisher, she suid, took this as 
an insult. Later, when Carmody was re- 
leased, he also reproached Swisher for 
not visiting him. 

Mrs. Carmody testified that about six 
weeks ago her husband came home one 
night and told her of having gone into 
saloon at Twenty-first and Olive

Is Serious.

Mackensen’s army group is continuing 
the pursuit of the enemy as planned. 

‘'Tchernavoda was captured this morn- 
ing. No details are yet known. By this 
the Rumanian and Russian forces oper- 
ating In Dobrudja have been deprived of 
their last railroad communications and 
an exceedingly important success has 
been gained. 

“Quiet prevails on 
front.”’ 

The conquest of important places in 
Rumania has come with surprising 
speed. The capture of Predeal announced

The bridge at Tchernavoda is one of 
the greatest railway bridges in the 
world. When completéd in 18%, it 
bound Ostend on the North Sea to Con- 
stanza on the Black Sea, two ports that 
at the outbreak of this war were con- 
nected by a de luxe express train serv- 
ice three times a week. Together with 
the approaches and the stone cause- 
ways across that part of the neighbor- 
ing marshes and meadows, which are 
subject to periodical inundations, this 
great structure is fully 14 miles long.

Action Taken at Conference on 
Oct. 20 Made Public 
in Statement. 


1910 STAND REAFFIRMED 


Position Taken in Favor of Local 
Option as Preferable to State- 
Wide Prohibition. 


St. Louls banks and trust com- 
panies today announced their united 
opposition to the proposed prohibition 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Missouri, to be voted upon 
at the election Nov. 7. 

The announcement, making public 
the action taken at a meeting last 
week, was sent out by the St. Louis 
Clearing House Association, and was 
as follows: 

“At a conference of St. Louls banks 
and trust companies held Oct. 20, 1916, 
at the office of the St. Louis Clearing 
House Association, the following 
resolution was adopted by the sign- 
ere hereto; 

“At the instance of less than 6 per 
eent of the qualified voters of this 
State, it is again proposed to amend 
the Constitution of Missouri for the 
purpose of prohibiting the sale and 
manufacture of intoxicating liquors 
within this State, 

“The proposed measure far exceeds, in 
@rastic severity, similar measures pro- 
posed or adopted elsewhere, in that, by 
fts terms, it is intended to become ef- 
fective July 1, 1917, hardly six months 
after taking a vote thereon. Further, 
it is sought to make it an offense pun- 
ishable by fine or imprisonment, or 
both, to Introduce or attempt to intro- 
duce, for any purpose, alcoholic liquors 
into the State. 

‘In 1910 a similar amendment was de- 
cisively rejected by an adverse majority 
of upwards of 200,000 votes. : 

‘Tt is a fact that the industries of this 
State directly affected by the proposed 
legislation, represent invested capital of 
more than $100,000,000; employ thousands 
of our fellow citizens who receive an- 
nyally wages and salaries aggregating 
more than $5,000,000; pay to the State, 
the county, the city, the school district, 
taxes and licenses in excess of $3,900,- 
000 every year. 

"We, the Associated banks and trust 
companies of the city and county of 
St. Louis, therefore reaffirming the po- 
sition unanimously taken by us in 1910, 
express again our unaltered opposition 
to this method of meeting the question. 

Favor Local Option. 

*‘We desire to disclaim any purpose to 
@iscuss the merits in the abstract of 
the liquor question. But we cannot re- 
frain reiterating our firm belief in the 


wisdom, fairness and justice of a policy 


of. loca] option in the several political 
sub-divisions of the State, as opposed lu 
‘ene of State-Wide prohibition without 
equitable terms of full compensation to 
the citizens whose fortunes and liveli- 
hood are involved, and the enforcement 
of which policy in the cities of this 
State would be attended by untold diffi- 
culties and disorder.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Miss Mar- 
garet Preston Draper, who has been 
known as ‘the richest girl in Massa- 
chusetts,’’ was married to Prince An- 
drea Boncompagni of Rome here today.

Gen. William Franklin Draper, who was 
Ambassador to Rome under President 
McKinley. Prince Boncompagni’s broth- 
er also at one time was attentive to 
Miss Draper and the two were regarded 
as rivals for her favor. 

The Boncompagni family dates back 
to the eleventh century.

Park Commissioner Cunliff’s reason 
for suggesting the purchase of the prop- 
erty is that there is not a park or play- 
ground in the Twenty-seventh Ward. He 
bases his estimate of $250,000 on the price 
paid for the Fairground in 1908, $700,000 
for 31 acres and a fraction, and it is his 
idea that the property should be paid for 
in some way, in 14 annual installments. 

The property is bounded by King’s 
highway, Easton averue, Cote Brilliante 
avenue and Union boulevard, except that 
a strip'has been sold off of the Union 
boulevard front for residences. - The 
ground was purchased in parcels by the 
Christian Brothers at different times. 
City hall records show that a strip 
feet wide from King’s highway to Union 
boulevard Was purchased in 1877 from 
Anne !.. Hunt. The consideration is 
not given. In 1879 21 acres were pur- 
chased for $136 at a Sheriff's sale. 

The college occupies a knoll which ts 
the highest point in the city. The ele- 
vation above city directrix is 123 feet 
at Kaston avenue and King’s highway, 
143 feet at Easton and Academy ave- 
nues, 114 feet at King’s highway and 
Cote brilliante avenue and 142 feet at 
Academy and Cote Brilliante avenues. 

The grounds are readily adaptable for 
park purposes There is shrubbery over 
the greater part of them, there are wind- 
ing walks and the knoll on which the 
buildings stand would lend itself to ef- 
fective landscaping. The part of the 
grounds laid out as an athletic field 
could readily be converted into a play- 
ground and a field for municipal ath-

Koenig's own story of the 
cruise of the Deutschland 

from Bremen to Baltimore. Chapter 
I dealt with the start of the journey 
'and the first day at sea and was 
printed yesterday. Owing to a mis- 
‘take in transmission from Europe, 
| Chapter II arrived in America first 
1 and was printed in the Post-Dispatch 
Monday. This told of a sudden dive 
in the North Sea to escape a British 
destroyer. Other chapters of the 
narrative will be printed from day to 
day.

FE now had had enough of the 
W North Seca. And we ought soon 
to be out in the free ocean. 

Which way we were to take, thank 
God, we knew; but little did we know 
what might happen on our way. We 
must make ourselves ready for all kinds 
of surprises. 

Our duty was to get to our destination 
without our character as a merchart 
marine being suspected, because in such 
a case there would be an immense dan- 
ger for us in reaching the American har- 
por. And, even if we were able to escape, 
the effect of our arrival to America 
would be lost. 

My thoughts were pondering over 
these subjects as we drew closer to the 
“thick air’’ regions. We were bucking 
forward as carefully as possible. We 
ourselves Saw many ships, but very sel- 
dom did anyone see us, and we were 
never recognized. During the day we 
turned away from many steamers by 
changing our course. At night we went 
without lights, and when necessary in a 
submerged position. Even the weather 
favored us. Once we noticed at a dis- 
tance an English auxiliary cruiser; it 
went zig-zag in a certain direction. We 
for a long time traveled parallel with it. 
At another time, in the dusk of the eve- 
ning, a scout cruiser is in our neigh- 
borhood. It has seen us and hoists the 
english marine flag, in order to trick us 
to make an attack, but when we calmly 
pursue our course it departs. Other 
faster scout cruisers we escaped in good 
time. 


A Night on the Bottom. 

Then the wind becomes calm, and the 
fog sets in. We submerge and place 
ourselves on the bottom. We are in no 
hurry; why should we not for once give 
ourselves a little rest? Our resting place 
was mighty deep, but therefore calmer. 

This night on the bottom of the sea 
was truly @ recreation for us all. One 
could for once take a good wash and 
£0 to bed in peace, without being fright- 
ened the next moment with a “hey-a”’ 
in the speaking tube. Before resting we 
had a regular banquet. The phono- 
graph was playing and the glasses were 
raised, filled with French champagne. 
The good Stucke, who was our stew- 
ard, kitchen boy and maid of all work, 
at the same time served us in a digni- 
fied manner as if he were still a stew- 
ard in the dining room of the Kronprin- 
zessin Cecellie. 

We come to the surface the next 
morning. The pump is working with a 
hissing noise as we climb upwards. On 
the 20-meter depth the boat loses its 
stability. First we can see it on the 
manometer, then it is noticed on the 
depth rudder, which becomes more dif- 
ficult to handle. And as the boat at 
times gives unexpected jumps, we real- 
ize there must be a considerable sea 
above. I now carefully rise to the peri- 
scope depth and proceed for a time in 
this position and am looking around. 
Nothing can be seen except a stormy 
arm of white wave crests. This weather 
suits me exactly, as we need not be on 
our guard so closely. The Atlantic 
gives us welcome. 

Boat Rolls Fearfully. 

I decided, therefore, to rise to the sur- 

face. But before this is done the boat

must be placed across the wind, as the 
long, heavy hul} would not otherwise 
be able to climb out of the water. At 
slow speed we place the Deutschland’s 
right across the seas. The boat ruvils 
fearfully. It feels just as if the soul 
would shake out of its body, but now !t 
obeys the deep rudder and Its nose rises 
slowly out of the water. When we ure 
completely out of the water the ship 
makes the alarming motion of a pendu- 
tum all around the compass. Then 
comes the unpleasant moment when we 
have to turn the ship slowly inte its 
course. Protected by the thick conning 
tower windows, which the heavy se#s 
are continually washing over, I keep 
watch on all sides. 

In accordance with the experience of 
an old sailor, I watch for the spasm of 
three very high scas, after which comes 
a lot of irregular but smaller ones. Now 
the third one has passed. I call to 
steersman in the ‘‘central,” then the 
prow bores itself slowly forward and we 
again find outselves in the old course. 

At any rate, it is still hard work. The 
storm increases instead of diminishing 
and we go slowly through the rough 
sea, and, in addition, many of the crew 
are seasick. The boat's short thumping 
is sickening. 

But the farther we get the more we 
feel the undercurrents of the Atlantic. 
The short thumping ceases and changes 
to a majestic rolling. Ata distance woe 
can still see the English cruisers return- 
ing from nightly expeditions. But we 
are too far away from them. They don’t 
notice us, and disappear in the opposite 
direction. Now we are free frum the In- 
glish scout boats and happily turn into 
the Atlantic. 

Out on Broad Atlantie, 

The reception of the Atlantic cannot 
be called cordial. We undoubtedly had 
gotten accustomed to many things dur- 
ing the last days, but I decided as far 
as possible to save my men’s nerves #9 
that they will be able to withstand that 
which was about to come. I therefore 
selected the southerly course, hoping t2 
find better weather, but to my regret 
these expectations did not come/true, at 
least in the beginning. 

When I now turn the pages of my 
notes concerning the first days in t':e 
Atlantic I always find “‘bad sea: strong 
winds from west, northwest: the win!

construction. The elements certainly 
did not make it very easy for the 
Deutschland to make her way to Amer- 
ica.

It is therefore with thank- 
fulness now that I recall all about the 
shipyard and all those through whom 
we received a craft which did its duty 
so thoroughly. One can easily show 
enthusiasm for a beautiful ship which 
pleases the eye with its graceful lines 
or in calm weather rushes forward at 
full speed to the admiration of both 
seamen and landsmen. But you wil: 
first realize a ship's worth when it has 
stood the test in the open sea. Yuu 
will first understand ita best value, the 
true trustworthiness and seaworthincss 
when the strength of the wind stands 
at “10° and one has a sea of thes 
strength of ‘8’ against which one has 
to struggle. And this not only for a 
few hours but for days and weeks. Then 
a ship truly shows what it is worth. 
Particularly is this true of a U-boat 
during a war. A merchant boat voyag- 
ing during peace time can certainly alac 
feel the storms, but it can always seex 
a harbor in need or call for help—in the 
worse case. Such possibilities are not 
for a U-boat in war times. Outside of 
the dangers of the stormy seas, it must 
also calculate what to do on the ap- 
proach of an unmerciful enemy. For 
him there is no harbor in distress. None 
is so entirely alone as he who com- 
mands a U-boat. If he can't without 
hesitation depend on his own ship, then 
he is gone. Therefore we all know for 
what we have to thank the German 
shipbullders and Deytschland’s design- 
ers, co.tractors and the chief engineer, 
Erbach.

Statement by McCormick. 

A statement by Chairman McCormick 
of the Democratic committee said:

Republican Statement Denied, 

Chairman McCormick and former Gov. 
Martin H. Glynn denied a statement is- 
sued from Republican national head- 
quarters quoting a telegram from Will 
R. MacDonald of Chicago, in which he 
charged that Glynn had conferred on a 
train with O’Leary just before President 
Wilson’s speech of acceptance. The 
MacDonald telegram said Glynn had 
asked O’Leary to use his influence to 
induce the American Independence Con- 
iference not to throw its support to 
Hughes unt!l after the subject had been 
discussed by Glynn with President Wil- 
£0n. 

Giynn at Chicago declared he met 
O’Leary on the train and talked with 
him “about politics, the weather and 
many other things,”’ in the public smok- 
ing compartment of their car, but added 
that he never at any time mentioned 
the conversation to President Wilson. 

O’Leary Sues Again, 

Chairman McCormick was served yes- 
terday with a summons and complaint 
in a second suit for libel brought 
against him by O'Leary. The action, 
which ‘is for $100,000, is basé@d@ on a state- 
ment MeCormick is said to have given 
to the newspapers on Monday. This 
statement, it was asserted, was in con- 
nection with charges by the Demo- 
cratic National Committee that a se- 
cret agreement was made between 
O’Leary and his associates and Charles 
E Hughes, Republican presidential nom- 
inee, by which it was alleged Hughes 
rnade speeches to conform to “demands” 
of the American Independence Confer- 
ence. 

O’Leary's first suit against the chair- 
man of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee was based on a statement Mc- 
Cormick was said to have made con- 
cerning O'Leary after the latter had 
sent a telegram to President Wilson

Just as sure as other na- 
tions get the impression that we are 
‘too proud to fight’ this nation will have 
to go to war.

But the system 
under which they have been sent is an 
atrocious one, and should be changed at 
once.

Replacing and 
repealing this law we should have a law 
restoring the militia to its former status 
and establishing a system of obilgatory 
universa? military training and service 
under which we would avoid the cruel 
injustice and hardship inflicted this 
@ummer on so many thousands of the 
national guardsmen who have been sent 
to the border—not to make war for the 
country, but to help Mr. Wilson wobble 
‘between feeble peace and feeble war 
until, after the election.

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PROTESTANT PASTORS 
ASKED T0 AID HUGHES 


Independence Conference to 
Make Appeal to Catholic 
Clergy Today. 


——EE 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. %.—The 
American Independence Conference did 
not confine itself to an effort to enlist 
the clergy of the Catholic Church in Its 
cause. For while the Invitation to these 
priests called for a meeting tn the Re- 
publican House in this city today, Will 
R. McDonald, as secretary of the na- 
tional campaign of the conference, had 
sent out many letters similar in charac- 
ter which brought together in the Re- 
publican House yesterday several min- 
isters of the German Lutheran and Ger- 
man Evangelical faith in Wisconsin. 

McDonald's call for this meeting dif- 
fered only slightly from that he issued 
to the Catholic priests. In this last invi- 
tation he wrote: 

“This invitation is being extended to a 
large number of the German-American 
Protestant clergymen of Wisconsin. If 
you cannot attend we urge you strongly 
to send someone whom you place trust 
in as @ representative We remind you 
that there has existed in the minds of 
the voters a grave doubt as to which 
presidential candidate should be support- 
ed, and we feel our information to be 
given to you at the meeting will remove 
this doubt and will convince all real 
Americans that Charles BE. Hughes 
should be elected. 

“We, representing various @enomina- 
tions, join tn extending this invitation 
to you.” 

This was signed by the Rev. H. Niefer, 
president of the Wisconsin district, Ger- 
man Evangelical Synod; the Rev. C. W. 
Schlueter, Evangelical Association; 
Hans Mayer, Ohio Synod; the Rev. Hen- 
ry C. Natte, German Reformed Church; 
the Rev. Herman I. Fritschell, Iowa 
Synod, and the Rev. Albert Luts, Ger- 
man Methodist. 

The ministers met and an tnformal 
eddress was made by the Rev. Henry 
G. Niefer, pastor of Christus Evangel- 
ical Church on the South Side, who wes 
chairman. 


A few of the pastors expressed their 
fear that Mr. Hughes was not deserv- 
ing of their support, for one thing be- 
cause so far he had not been specific 
enough in his speechés, and for another, 
because of the support that Roosevelt, 
Elihu» Root ang Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge have been giving him. 

“The thing that stands out,’”’ declared 
the Rev. Mr. Niefer with feeling, “‘is 
that Wilson must be defeated. This is 
our Christian duty. It does not matter 
what Mr. Hughes’ sentiments are. If 
the President is re-elected he can say: 
‘The: people are behind me,’ and pay no 
attention whatever to us .If Mr. Hughes 
is elected, then Mr. Wilson's fate will 
be a warning to him and we can keep 
him in line.’’ 

Edward Goldbeck said that Mr. 
Hughes’ position, so far as it has heen 
revealed in his speeches, is satisfac- 
tory enough to him. 


“If Wilson is re-elected,” he declared, 
“That is the end of German influence 1: 
politics. If Mr. Hughes Is elected, why 
in four years more he will be with us, 
for he will have learned our strength.’’ 

G. H. Jacobsen, a Chicago real estate 
dealer, repeated a sentiment that had 
oeen expressed in the morning session, 
that the campaign of the German-Amer- 
ican agitators, far from ending on elec- 
tion day, would be just begun. Just be- 
fore the meeting adjourned, a pastor 
who said he was from Chicago said he 
was glad to see so many Wisconsin pas- 
tors actively engaged in the movenne::t 
he was backing, and said they mignrt 
form a national German-American or- 
ganization that could express the politi- 
cal thought of German-Americans.

ly—to compose a dangerous struggle and 
to avert a great and national calamity, 
and also to protect the country for the 
future from the recurrence of the dis- 
astrous conditions which fe had to face.

Independence Conference to 
Make Appeal to Catholic 
Clergy Today. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. ._ %.—The 
American Independence Conference did 
not confine itself to an effort to enlist 
the clergy of the Catholic Church in its 
cause, For while the invitation to these 
priests called for a meeting tn the Re- 
publican House in this city today, Will 
R. McDonald, as secretary of the na- 
tional campaign of the conference, had 
sent out many letters similar in charac- 
ter which brought together in the Re- 
publican House yesterday several min- 
isters of the German Lutheran and Ger- 
man Evangelical faith in Wisconsin. 

McDonald's call for this meeting dif- 
fered only slightly from that he issued 
to the Catholic priests. In this last invi- 
tation he wrote: 

“This invitation is being extended to a 
large number of the German-American 
Protestant clergymen of Wisconsin. If 
you cannot attend we urge you strongly 
to send someone whom you place trust 
in as @ representative We remind you 
that there has existed in the minds of 
the voters a grave doubt as to which 
presidential candidate should be support- 
ed, and we feel our information to be 
given to you at the meeting will remove 
this doubt and will convince all real 
Americans that Charles E. Hughes 
should be elected. 

“We, representing various a@enomina- 
tions, join tn extending this invitation 
to you.” 

This was signed by the Rev. H. Niefer, 
president of the Wisconsin district, Ger- 
man Evangelical Synod; the Rev. C. W. 
Schlueter, Evangelical Association; 
Hans Mayer, Ohio Synod: the Rev. Hen- 
ry C. Natte, German Reformed Church; 
the Rey.. Herman I. Fritschell, Iowa 
Synod, and the Rev. Albert Luts, Ger- 
man Methodist. 

The ministers met and an informal 
address was made by the Rev. Henry 
G. Niefer, pastor of Christus Evangel- 
ical Church on the South Side, who wes 
chairman. 


A few of the pastors expressed their 
fear that Mr.-Hughes was not deserv- 
ing of their support, for one thing be- 
cause so far he had not been specific 
enough in his speechés, and for another, 
because of the support that Roosevelt, 
Llihuy Root and Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge have been giving him. 

“The thing that stands out,’”’ declared 
the Rev. Mr. Niefer with feeling, “‘is 
that Wilson must be defeated. This is 
our Christian duty. It does not matter 
what Mr. Hughes’ sentiments are. If 
the President is re-elected he can say: 
‘The: people are behind me,’ and pay no 
attention whatever to us .If Mr. Hughes 
is elected, then Mr. Wilson's fate will 
be a warning to him and we can keep 
him in line.’’ 

Edward Goldbeck saf@ that Mr. 
Hughes’ position, so far as it has heen 
revealed in his speeches, is satisfac- 
tory enough to him. 


“If Wilson is re-elected,” he declared, 
“That is the end of German influence 1: 
politics. If Mr. Hughes !s elected, why 
in four years more he will be with us, 
for he will have learned our strength.’’ 

G. H. Jacobsen, a Chicago real estate 
Gealer, repeated a sentiment that had 
oeen expressed in the morning session, 
that the campaign of the German-Amer- 
ican agitators, far from ending on elec- 
tion day, would be just begun. Just be- 
fore the meeting adjourned, a pastor 
who said he was from Chicago said he 
was giad to see so many Wisconsin pas- 
tors actively engaged in the movenne::t 
he was backing, and said they migrt 
form a national German-American or- 
ganization that could express the politi- 
cal thought of German-Americans.

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WILL TESTIFY Al 
INQUIRY INTO FIRE 


They Have Volunteered to Ap- 
pear Before Aldermanic Pub- 
lic Safety Committee. 


Important witnesses who did not testi- 
fy at the Coroner’s inquest into the 
death of six firemen at the burning of 
Christian Brothers’ College, Oct. 5, have 
volunteered to make statements before 
the Public Safety Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, Assistant City Counselor 
Bader told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day. Bader has-been assigned by City 
Counselor Daues to advise the committee 
in its investigation of the responsibility 
for the presence of the firemen in the 
center of the building where they were 
crushed to death by a falling wall. 

Bader declined to give the names of 
the witnesses. Alderman Tamme, a 
member of the committee, said he had 
found a witness who could testify as to 
the way in which the firemen were di- 
rected by their superiors. Tamme also 
refused to name this witness. » 

Will Hear Testimony. 

The transcript of the testimony given 
before the Coroner is ready for the com- 
mittee. Tamme said it is the commit- 
tee’s intention to meet this evening, 
after studying the transcript, and pre- 
pare for hearing of testimony. 

The Coroner's verdict was one of acci- 
dent, with a criticism of the circulation 
of a petition in the Fire Department ex- 
pressing admiration for Chief Hender- 
son. Tamme said the Public Safely 
Committee would go deeper into the 
question of the responsibility for the 
order that, the firemen w ere obeying 
when killed. 

“We want to know who was in author- 
ity at the fire from first to last, and the 
Coroner’s inquest did not make that 
clear, It looks now that there is a dis- 
rerition among the heads of the Iie 
Department to piace on the shoulders 
of Lieut. Mike Waters the blame for the 
nien’s death. We want to know how he 
came to have the right to give such or- 
ders if any of his superiors were on the 
rround.”’ 

Lieut. Waters was one of those who 
lost thelr lives in the fire. 

In determining how authority is vested 
by the charter and the rules of the Fire 
Department in its various officers, the 
committee will have to study its organi- 
zation, Director of Public Safety Swing- 
ley, Chief Henderson and other offictals 
of the department were seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter and agreed on the fol- 
lowing statement of the theory and prac- 
tice in the conduct of the department: 

The 819 men in the St. Louis Fire De- 
partment are organized on a semi-mill- 
tary basis corresponding in general out- 
lines to that of a regiment of Infantry. 
The chief of the department occupies 
somewhat the place of Colonel, with the 
district chiefs standing to him in the re- 
lations of Majors. Under both the chief 
and the district chiefs come the captains 
and lieutenants, whose places as well as 
titles compare closely with officers of 
the same rank in a regiment. 

As in a regiment the Colonel, in the 
Fire Department chief commands the 
entire fire-fighting organization. An as- 
sistant chief ranks as a Licutenant- 
Colonel and acts in place of the chief 
when the latter is ill, absent or disabled. 


Eleven District Chiefs, 
The 11 district chiefs command each a 


section of the city and have under their 
direction from 61 to 92 men, depending 
on the importance of their respective 
posts. 


Jefferson avenue, Howard street and 
Park avenue, engine companies com- 
prise 18 men, including captain, leuten- 
ant and watchman. The others in the 
company are an engineer, stoker, tw 
drivers and six pipemen. In the terri- 
tory beyond the limits described engine 
companies have the same officers anJ 
Class of men, but only three instead of 
six pipemen. The apparatus assigned to 
an engine company are an engine in’! 
hose wagon. 

Hook and ladder companies are #ach 
commanded by a captain and lieuten- 
ant, and include also a driver and eight 
laddermen in the downtown section, but 
in the outer district there are but seven 
laddermen. 
panies consist of a captain, lieutenant, 
engineer and five pipemen. The aut -- 
mobile apparatus is a combination of 
engine and hose wagon. Water tower 
companies, of which there are but two 
in the city, and these both downtown, 
have each a captain, a lieutenant, a 
driver and two pipemen. 

All together there are 52 engine co™m- 
panies, 19 hook and ladder companies 
and two ,water tower companies. In a'] 
but three of the districts commanéei 
by district chiefs there are five engine 
companies. In the remainder there are 
but four engine companies. In addition 
to the engine companies there are from 
one to four hook and ladder companies 
and one or two fuel wagons.

pany on the scene takes command un- 
til the arrival of a senior of the same 
rank, or an officer of higher rank. The 
command then passes in regular order 
to the oldest captain in point of service 
at the fire, or to the highest officer on 
the scene. 
When two or more alarms bring men 
and apparatus from other districts, the 
senior district chief takes charge. The 
chief of the department ordinarily 
“runs” to fires for which two or more 
alarms are sounded, and in such cases 
he assumes command. In the event of 
the absence or disability of both the 
captain and lMeutenant of a company au, 
thority to direct the firemen of thar 
unit passes to the senior pipeman or 
ladderman. 
The foregoing is given as the theory 
and customary practice in the depart- 
ment, but Chief Henderson and Director 
of Public Safety Swingley point out that 
at big Tires, where the firemen must 
work inside and outside the burning 
building, and upon adjacent buildings, 
far from the personal observation and 
direct command of superiors, each com- 
pany may act at the discretion of its 
captain or lieutenant. 
Duty of Laddermen. 

The duty of the laddermen is to open 
windows or doors for the introduction of 
lines of hose into the burning building, 
unless there is need for saving the oc- 
cupants, in which case they use their 
ladders and life nets for that purpose. 
When the hose have been brought into 
play the laddermen take their places 
with the pipemen directing the streams 
and performing whatever other task ‘s 
assigned to them. Captains and Heu- 
tenants serve as laddermen and pipe- 
men and work along with their men at 
big fires.

Rouis Fire Department are veterans 
who have served in other capacities.

The Chief of the Fire Department re 
celves $4000 a year. The assistant chief 
receives $2100 a year, and each of the 
district chiefs receives $2000 a year. Cap- 
tains are paid $130 a month, lieutenants 
$115 a month, engineers $115 a month, 
stokers $106 a month, and drivers, pipe- 
men, laddermen and fuel wagon men 
$105 a month. The master mechanic of 
the department ranks as a district chief 
and receives the same salary. Watch 
mon are paid §9 a month, 

In addition to the active firemen, there 
are in service two former firemen as 
secretary and assistant secretary in the 
office of the Chief. 
as clerk and another serves as inspector. 
The secretary has a salary of $18 a 
month and the assistant secretary $130 a 
month. The clerk and inspector are paid 
$1065 a month each. The Chief's stenog- 
rapher receives $0 a month. There are 
also @ veterinary surgeon at $100 a 
month, and two hostlers at $60 a month.

TELLS OF TALK SHE 


President Discussed Isolation of 
His Office in Times of 
Great Crises. 


In “A Talk With the President of the 
United States,’’ printed in this week’s 
issue of Collier’s Weekly, Ida M. Tar- 
bell quotes President Wilson as talking 
with her, in an interview at Shadow 
Lawn, of the serious foreign problems 
which his administration has had to 
meet. 

Miss Tarbell writes that she suggested 
the subject of the President's isolation 
in times of great crisis, mentioning the 
words which President Wilson had 
spoken, in his Lincoln memorial ad- 
dress, on this phase of Lincoln’s ca- 
reer. She asked whether the President 
could have spoken these words, if he 
had not himself had the deep experi- 
ences of the past two years. 

Lincoln’s Loneliness. 
“No, I could not,” she quotes Presi- 


HAD WITH WILSON 


dent Wilson as replying. ‘“‘Do you not 


through the war of a man of great 
loneliness? He could make no asso- 
ciate in his great crisis. I felt this 
profoundly in the acute stage of our 
difficulty with Germany. The strongest 
men about me came with their opinions 
and suggestions. ‘I am offering this for 
what it is worth,’ they said, ‘but you 
must think it out.’ There were multi- 
tudes of messages from the country, 
offering all] kinds of suggestions, but 
always they ended: ‘We will stand by 
s hat you think it best to do.’ The aw- 
ful and overwhelming thought was that 
the country trusted me. 

‘‘My determination from the start was 
to let nothing hasten me, nothing tempt 
me to override principles. I meant, if 
possible, to keep the country square 
with principles. I waited for clearer 
air. I made it a point not to read the 
details of what was happening, in in- 
stances of personal suffering and what 
seemed individual outrage. I did not 
dare to do so lest I should see red. I 
feared to be overwhelmed by a storm 
of feeling. 

“In handling national affairs feeling 
must never take precedence of judgment. 


Center of the Drama, 
“The actor of the center of a great 


drama is frequently judged as if he 
knew everything. It is impossible that 
he should know all. He may make the 
most diligent attempt to inform himself, 
and much will escape him. When I was 
writing history, and I wrote my history 
of the United States principally for the 
sake of learning that history, I was 


j often puzzled as to whether a man had 


known certain things which I knew; 
unless I was certain I could not be fair 
to him, 

“In a case like the Mexican or the 
German, action is again and again 
necessary upon imperfect information. 
Action necessarily takes place before the 
case is finally made up. In the Mexican 
matter there was a time when it did >t 
appear who in Mexico was a sincere 
friend of the people; we had to act on 
what we knew then, not on what has 
developed since. 

“At the same time that one often has 
insufficient information on certain ques- 
tions, there are others on which he has 
much more than he dare let the public 
know. In many of the situations created 
by this war there were many days when 
the facts were new every morning; it 
was unsafe for anybody except the Sec- 
ertary of State and myself to know these 
facts; another 24 hours would change 
them; all we could do was to try to ac- 
commodate ourselves to the situation, to 
avoid all possible elemants of irritation, 
to keep our object clearly before us. 

“There were people who felt that they 
could settle the trouble on what they 
knew, but usually they came to mé with 
general statements. It bores mé to have 
men waste my time in general terms. 
What I kant to know is how it is to be 
done. I am never interested until that¢ 
Point is reached.”’ 

In speaking further of his administra- 
tion, the President is quoted by Miss 
Tarbell as saying that his policies were 
not individual ones, but were part of a 
party program. The only Wilson policy, 
he said, was the repeal of the act ex- 
empting American ships from paying toll 
at the Panama Canal. Here, he said, he 
found it nesessary to urge the repeal of 
a law which both parties had indorsed, 
because he found that the law was con- 
trary to the international understanding 
which existed when the treaty provid- 
ing for the canal was signed. 

She quotes the President as saying 
that he has not read a serious book 
through for 14 years, and that he reads 
detective stories for fun, but little mod- 
ern fiction. Alluding to the attacks on 
his Mexican policy, he compared it to 
the uproar of the Ephesian mob, “‘Great 
is Diana!”’’ 


there,”’ he is quoted as saying, “have 
worked up a claque to cry ‘Great is or- 
der tn Mexico!’ But it is order not for 
the Mexicans, but for some of the for- 
eign investors. Never, in all their ap- 


| peals to me, has one of them even men- 


tioned the 15,000,000 Mexicans. It Is al- 
ways our investments. The Bible says 
of Jeshurun that he ‘waxed fat and 
kicked.’ I have met a good many men 
of that kind in the last few years.” 


8-Hour Law Difficulty. 
In regard to the eight-hour law, the 


writer quotes President Wilson as say- 
ing that his chief difficulty came from 
the utter distrust which the railroad 
heads and the union officials showed 
for each other. He said the raflroad 
rresidents objected to the shortening of 
the working day, not on the basis of 
facts and figures, but ‘‘on a basis of 
fears and old-fashioned misconceptions.” 

The President says very positively, 
Miss Tarbell says, that the result of the 
pending election cannot be caloulated. 
“If I understand myself,” she quotes 
him as saying, “I am sincere when I say 
that I have no personal desire for re- 
election. It would be an unspeakable 
relief to be excused, but I am caught In 
the midst of a process. E\verything I 
believe In chains me here. Nothing ts 
finished: Is it wise that the country 
should change now, leaving so much at

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HUGHES SAYS HE 


WANTS ONLY TRUE 
AMERICAN VOTES 


Spurns Support of Anyone With 
Interests Superior to That of 
United States. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Charles E. 
Hughes last night told an audience that 
crowded Schuetzen Park hall in Queens 
borough that he did not want the sup- 
port “of anyone who has any interest 


Superior to that of the United States, 
who would not instantly champion the 
right and interest of America against 
eny country whatever, who wants im- 
munity for foreign aggression or who 
would have the power of this nation 


held captive to any foreign influence or 
swerved by alien machinations.”’ 

“It is hardly necessary to say that if I 
am elected,’’ Mr. Hughes declared, ‘“‘we 
shall have an exclusively American pol- 
icy in the service of American interests. 
I have no secret understanding, no un- 
stated purpose. If anyone supposes 
that in case of my election the right 
and interests of American citizens will 
be subordinated to any ulterior purpose 
or to the interest of the policies of any 
foreign Power whatever, he is doomed 
to disappointment. 

“IT am an American, free and clear of 
all forcign entanglement. We propose to 
have an administration, an American 
administration, which, while dealing 
with all nations on a basis of the most 
absolute fairness, will maintain unshak- 
ingly American rights on land and sea. 


Won't Permit Foreign Intrigue. 

‘We shall not tolerate the use of our 
soil for foreign intrigue. We shall not 
permit threats from any quarter or any 
foreign influence to swerve us from our 
action. I believe that the great mass of 
American people are sincerely patriotic. 

“T said long ago in my speech of ac- 
ceptance that whether native or natur- 
alized, of whatever race or creed, we 
have a common country and we could 
not tolerate a divided allegiance. 

“T desire the support: of every true 
American who stands for my principles, 
whatever his race, and I do not want 
the support of anyone who has any 
interests superior to that of the United 
States. The United States must be su- 
preme. 

“And as to any who would have an 
allegiance that is not single and com- 
plete, to any who would not instantly 
champion the rights and interests of 
America against any country whatever, 
to any who would seek immunity for 
foreign aggression, or who would have 
the power of this nation held captive to 
any foreign influence or swerved by 
alien machinations, let them not vote 
for me.”’ 

The nominee repeated this declaration 
at two other meetings later in the night 
He had prepared it in advance and in 
its delivery at the three meetings there 
were only minor changes in its phrase- 
ology. 

Mr. Hughes urged his audience to sup- 
port the Republican State ticket. 

“TI recall vividly,”” he said, ‘“‘the days 
of not so long ago, when it was my 
privilege to appear in this place when 
I was entrusted with executive respon- 
sibility in this State. I have no promises 
to make now, so far as fundamentals 
are concerned, that I did not make 
then. As I was then, I am now. I de- 
sire so far as in my power lies, to do 
what can be done to upbuild the pros- 
perity and to safeguard the honor of the 
United States.” 


Views on Treaty With Russia. 

Before his Bronx audience, as before 
the audience in Harlem, Mr. Hughes in- 
dorsed the Republican platform plank 
declaring for a treaty with Russia ‘“‘that 
will recognize the absolute right of ex- 
patriation and prevent all discrimination 
of whatever kind between American cit- 
izens, whether native born or alien.” In 
this connection Mr. Hughes said: 

“We are devoted to the principle of 
civil and religious liberty and we can- 
not recognize any racial or religious dis- 
erlmination with respect to the privi- 
leges of our ctizens, whether at home 
or abroad. 

“The Republcan party also renews the 
pledge to maintain the right of asylum, 
which is neither to be surrendered nor 
restricted. We obtained liberties estab- 
lished by those who fied from religious 
and political persecution and we have 
the deepest sympathy for all who seek a 
place of refuge from oppression. We 
welcome those who seek the opportuni- 
ties of American freedom, and on the 
other hand we insist that they shall 


‘ 
| crimination on account of race or re- 


ligious faith. 

“But to be of aid in the accomplish- 
ment of these great ends we must con- 
serve our moral influence. In this aspect 
a weak and vacillating foreign policy 
has a most serious result. We must be 
correct, firm, convincing. Rights will 
not long remain such, unless courage- 
ously maintained, and our international 
influence with its potency of service to 
humanity will depend upon the main: 
tenance of our self-respect. on our in- 
ternational repute, on the high efficien- 
cy of our diplomatic agencies, on our 
ability to command and huid the respect 
of the world.’’ 

At the Harlem and Bronx meetiugs 
Mr. Hughes was frequently interrupted 
by applause.

The treatment of the Parkway plan and the

home has burned down and two of their brethren

I am a loyal booster of St. Louis, and am saying 
this for the benefit of St. Louis people alone, It 
would be a positive shame and disgrace for us to 
Jet this valuable asset slip from our hands, thus 
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THE PROHIBITION MENACE. 

Do the people of St. Louis realize the material 
and moral menace of the drastic State-wide pro- 
hibition amendment to be voted on Nov. 77 

The amendment forbids the manufacture and 
sale of any kind of alcoholic beverage for any 
purpose. It forbids the importation of any kind 
of alcoholic product for any purpose. Under it 
no liquor can be manufactured, imported or sold 
for medicinal, mechanical or scientific purposes 
in the State of Missouri. 

Not only is it a crushing attack on personal 
liberty, but its effect on St. Louis business would 
be appallingly destructive. It would close all the 
breweries and other allied industries. In strik- 
ing down St. Louis growth and prosperity it 
would seriously affect the welfare of the entire 
State. 

It is estimated that 200,000 persons are em- 
ployed in the brewing industry of the State. The 
plant and business investment amounts to $150,- 
000,000. Annual wages reach $9,000,000 and 
rentals $4,500,000. At least $2,000,000 are paid 
annually for supplies and $3,000,000 go to com- 
mon carriers for transportation. Large sums in 
licenses and taxes would be gut off. 

About one-third of these investments and an- 
nual disbursements must be credited to St. Louis. 
The adoption of the amendment will sweep them 
away. All the interests which depend upon and 
profit by the disbursements of the incomes of 
the thousands earning salaries and wages in the 
breweries and their allied industries would be 
put out of business or their earnings would be 
greatly diminished. Thousands of citizens and 
their families would be driven out of the city 
and State. 

St. Louis would be set back at least 25 years 
and would have the appearance of a deserted city 
with a multitude of factories, stores and homes 
vacated.

Announcing his decision to vote for Woodrow

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ENDLESS CHAIN IDEA IN MURDER. 

A remarkable series of crimes in St. Louis is 
attributed by the police to the “gang” ethics of 
the underworld. 

The first entry in the record is said to have 
been due to a quarrel between two men over 
the proceeds of a robbery, the one shooting the 
other. Friends of the dead robber are said then 
to have killed the survivor of the original quar- 
rel, which latter victim’s bandit friends thereupon 
proceeded to take revenge on his murderer. To 
the endless chain idea thus introduced into the 
perpetration of homicide is now attributed the 
death of six victims within 90 days. 

Whether or not the theory as to the cause of 
the original crime and the succeeding one is cor- 
rect, some circumstances surrounding each mur- 
der seem to be interrelated. Because of the char- 
acter and manner of life of the six victims, their 
death probably will tend to lighten police labors 
in the future. 

But the police must not think that for this rea- 

son the outbreak of violence is any the less a 
source of slarm. How easily the {mmunity of 
those who take the law into their own hands may 
reach a point jeopardizing the safety of useful, 
industrious members of the community {fs shown 
by the killing of Aaron EB. Johnson, a motorman 
whom a daring criminal with accomplices shot 
on a public street while he was shifting a street 
railway switch. 
There may be no connection between this 
shocking crime and the fact that Mr. Johnson had 
caused the arrest of a man on a charge of bur- 
glary. But no other motive for the deed has 
been discovered. 

An end should be put at this point to this end- 
less murder chain. Outlaws who have personal 
reason for not asking police aid in penalizing the 
murder of their friends should be taught the 
greater danger of executing feud vengeance. Par- 
ticular incentive is supplied for pursuing the mur- 
derers of Mr. Johnson. As a prospective witness 
in an important case, he had claims on the pro- 
tection of the courts.

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HARRY THAW’S PERFECT SANITY. 

Devotees of Mr. Hughes may or may not re- 
joice that Harry K. Thaw has taken the stump 
for the Democratic ticket in the New York cam- 
raign.

Or is it one of 
those things of virtue of which the recollection 
of quality will remain long after the price is 
forgotten? 
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THE PEOPLE AGAINST THE MACHINES 

The nonpartifQn election measure on which St. 
Louisans will e s their desires Nov. 7 car-' 
ries into effect an idea which is already author- 
ized by the new charter and which was the sub- 
ject of favorable comment during the campaign 
for the adoption of that instrument. Section 9 
of article 2 of the charter provides as follows: 

Whenever it may be done in harmony 
with the State Constitution and laws, the Board 
of Aldermen may provide by ordinance for 
nonpartisan elections, preferential voting or 
proportional representation. 

The Legislature of 1915 enabled these changes 
in the election system, for municipal purposes 
only, to be made “in harmony with the State 
laws.” However, although the act was passed 
more than a year and a half ago, a Board of 
Aldermen elected under the present partisan sys- 
tem and revealing In its solid Republican mem- 
bership the serious defects of that system, has 
shown no disposition to make use of the new 
authority conferred upon the body. The reform 
of the city election machinery is, accordingly, 
sought through a charter amendment proposed 
under the initiative. 

The measure provides for the nomination of 
candidates for municipal offices by petition {n- 
stead of in an election necessitating a visit on 
the part of voters to the polls, Names are classi- 
fied on the ballot according to the office for 
which candidates are proposed. Voters indicate on 
the ballot not only their first-choice candidates, 
but their second and third choice, and alterna- 
tive choices count in the event that no candidate 
has a majority of first-choice votes. Recognition 
of parties ts accorded to the extent of giving 
them a membership in the Board of Aldermen 
proportioned to the vote each polls in the eleo- 
tion. 

The measure will not eliminate, but will reduce 
in wholesome degree the partisan factor in city 
affairs. Its adoption will contribute to placing 
employment at our scandalously expensive and 
‘much overmanned city hall on a basis of merit 
rather than pull. It will reduce such frightful 
Instances of waste of public money as that seen 
in the Mill Creek Sewer tax.

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| The Evolution of Carriages 


HE wheeled carriage would dppear 
to have been used in Egypt as 
early as the days of Joseph. Mod- 

els of these vehicles now in the mu- 

seums at Cairo and Alexandria indi- 
cate extreme slenderness of construc- 
tion, capacity for speed and room suffi- 
cient for two passengers standing up- 
right. 

l’rom the Pharaohs the use of the car- 
riages, or charlots as they were called, 
spread through all Wastern countries. 

David, in his march conquest through 

Syria and Zobia, cleaned 700 chariots. 

Solomon, who whether in his wives or 

royal properties loved vast rmumbers, 

owned 1400 chariots, while his merchants 
drove a highly profitable middleman’s 
trade with carriages brought out of 

Egypt, at 600 shekels (about $250) each 
Alexander the Great, returning from 

the conquest of India, traveled in an 
open carriage drawn by eight black 
horses, the royal chariot heading a long 
line of vehicles laden with rich carpets, 
gold and silver vessels and other spolls 
of war. 


HE Romans who, while they have 
little place in mechanical or scien- 


tific invention, possessed a peculiar gen- 
jus in development of the works of 
other people, were the first to adopt the 
carriage for private use, and thence to 
build good roads on which to travel in 
them, the construction of the Applian 
Way in 311 B. C. opening the eyes of the 
world to the possibilities of develop- 
ment in travel. But for three centuries 
or more the use of these vehicles was 
restricted to persons of high station, 
Nero, according to Suetonius, taking 
with him on his travels no less than 
1000 carriages. 

In the seventh and eighth centuries of 
the Christian era, the carriage appears 
to have fallen into disfavor and thence 
into complete disuse. For several hun- 
dred years and during the whole feudal] 
period men of all grades of life rode on 
horses, women, as the inferior sex, 
being mounted on she asses.

First Suit in 1893. 

The records received from Pettis 
County today show that a suit was filed 
against Judge Lamm March 21, 1893, by 
Vv. P. Hart, Collector of the City of 
Sedalia, for taxes for 1890 and 1891, 
amounting to $72.50, and that judgment 
was rendered against him May 30, 1596 
Another suit for $3.90 for the same years 
was filed July 29, 1893, and judgment 
was obtained May 30, 1896. 

Other suits against Judge Lamm, as 
shown by the records, were: 

Feb. 27, 1895, by M. Doherty, Collector 
of Pettis County, for state and county 
taxes for 1893, for $62.40. Judgment ren- 
rered May 30, 1896.,

tor of Sedalia, for city taxes for 1893 
and 1895, for $89.80. Dismissed June 3, 
1911. 

April 4,. 1899, by John E. Rector, Col- 
lector of Pettis County, for state and 
county taxes for 1895, 1896 and 1897, for 
$217.74. Judgment rendered Dec, 24, 1900. 

March 21, 1904, by E. B. McClure, Col- 
lector of Pettis County, for state and 
county taxes for. 1899, 1900, 1901 and 1902, 
for $2.36. Dismissed Sept. 27, 1907. 

Dec, 10, 1914, by John H. Perdue, Col- 
lector of Sedalia, for city taxes for 1909, 
1910, 1911 and 1912, for $140. Settled and 
dismissed Jan. 16, 1915. 

Suit by John L. Sullivan, Collector of 
Pettis County, for state and county 
taxes for 1905 and 1906, for $30.85. 

Gardner’s Personal Assessment. 

In the State primary campaign Gard- 
ner’s Democratic opponents for the nom- 
ination used the same affidavits that 
are now being used by the Re- 
publican State Committee. The per- 
sonal tax returns of Gardner for 
1914 are shown to be _ for $3470 
and for 1915 for $3100. Gardner's ex- 
planation of the apparent discrepancy 
between the personal tax return and the 
amount of personal property sworn to 
in the affidavit is that practically all of 
his wealth consists of stock in the St. 
Louis Coffin Co., of which he is presi- 
dent, which is not assessed against the 
owner.

There was nothing to arouse much 
enthusiasm in the 12-round boxing 
bout which took place last night at 
the Coliseum between Ted Lewis of 
London, England, and ‘‘Young’’ 
Denny of New Orleans, and but littlo 
excitement except when Denny nar- 
rowly escaped a knockout in the sev- 


enth round. 

As an exhibition of clean, clever box- 
ing, speed and generalship it did not 
compare with the one furnished by 


Johnny Dundee at the Future City Ath- 
letic Club, one week ago last night. 

From start to finish Lewis tried des- 
perately hard to score a knockout, and 
fatied. He discarded boxing science for 
the rough methods of the slugger, so at 
the end spectators were not praisins 
him for skill as a boxer, but were re- 
ferring to him as a fighter. 

Denny stayed 12 rounds, and in that 
there appeared to be a measure of sat- 
isfaction to most of those present; for, 
whenever Lewis missed or Denny land- 
ed, there was cheering for the New Or- 
Jeans boxer. Had Dapny been able to 
score a knockout over Lewis last night 
he would have been a hero today. But 
nad Lewis knocked out Denny there 
would have been but little praise for 
the Englishman and much sympathy 
tor the Southerner. At least that is 
about the way the crowd seemed to feel 
about it. 


Lewis Much Improved. 


In the matter of strength and spirit 
Lewis appeared to be a far different 
man than when he bexed Harry Tren- 


dall here last February. On that oc- 
casion he looked tired and sluggish al- 
most up to the time he succeeded in 
knocking out his opponent, but last 
night he was wildly aggressive, vicious 
and unmerciful, strong and powerful 
looking, He looked heavier than Denny, 
even though the announcer said the 
match had been made at 142 pounds at 
3 p. m., but there was no announcement 
way both had made the weight at that 
10ur. 

In the course of the bout there was 
much clinching and infighting. This re- 
sulted in hitting while holding and other 
rough methods, contrary to rules. There 
was some straight, clean, long-range 
boring, but not nearly enough of it. 

Lewis’ punches, hooks and swings had 
much force to them and made Denny's 
iook mild by comparison. Denny was 
Diainly nervous and fearful of Lewis 
and boxed with great caution, and it 
was his shifty footwork that often car- 
ried him out of range or into a clinca 
as a means of escaping blows that ne 
could see were coming and would ve 
dan ous if they landed without their 
force being broken. Having his best 
efforts blocked by Denny's incessant 
clinching made Lewis desperate, and he 
did more fighting to score a knockout 
than he did boxing to score points. 


Denny Staggered in First. 


Tor the first three rounds Lewis was 
very fast, confident and aggressive. 
Within a few seconds of beginning the 


first round he swung a hard left to the 
head that sent Denny reeling to the 
ropes, and it looked just then as if the 
bout might not last very long. Lewis 
was all motion one up and down 
and seldom still on his legs for even a 
moment. He tried to follow up his 
early advantage with hard swings to 
head and body, but Denny was moving 
around the riftg fast enough to break 
the force of the blows. 

All this time nny was jabbing his 
left to the face, and scoring many 
points, but none of his punches ap- 
eared to bother Lewis, whereas the 
nglishman's punches were hurting. 
Lewis kept forcing the pace, but 
seemed unable to accomplish much until 
he caught Denny with a right chop in 
the seventh round that sent the New 
Orleans boxer to the mat. It was the 
knockdown of the bout.
